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One  of  EasthanTs  favorite  historical  buildings  is  this  ancient  windmill.  Built  sometime  before 
1700  in  Plymouth  and  fastened  together  with  wTooden  pegs,  this  stout-timbered  mill,  the  oldest 
workable  qn  Cape  Cod,  still  can  grind  corn.  Now  plainly  visible  from  the  highway,  it  is  located 
almost  opposite  Town  Hall  in  a park  cleared  of  other  buildings  by  a recent  town  improvement 
project.  The  windmill  is  open  to  visitors  from  10  to  12  and  1 to  5 on  weekdays  and  1 to  5 on 
Sundays  with  the  town’  miller  there  to  explain  its  history  and  the  milling  process  of  its  great 
millstones.

SEVEN  PILGRIMS  PLAN  EASTHAM 


TT  was  in  April  1644,  exactly  three  hun- 

dred  and  twenty-four  years  ago  that  seven 
Pilgrims  gathered  together  to  plan  the  town 
which  is  now  Eastham.  They  were  Gover- 
nor Thomas  Prence,  John  Doane,  Nicholas 
Snow,  Josias  Cook,  Richard  Higgins,  John 
Smalley  and  Edward  gangs'  These  seven 
men  and  their  families,  comprising  forty-nine 
persons  were  from  the  Plymouth  Colony. 

Their  decision  to  settle  here  was  the  re- 
sult of  a survey  made  by  the  Plymouth 
Pilgrims  as  to  the  advisability  of  moving  the 
entire  Plymouth  Colony*  to  this-i  location  in 
view  of  the  level  and  quite  /fertile  farm- 
lands. These  were  bordered  by'  forests  which 
offered  protection  for  the  rich  top  soil.  It 


was  concluded  that  there  was  insufficient 
area  for  the  entire  Plymouth  Colony  so  that 
only  seven  families  moved  here  to  settle. 

Located  in  this  area  at  the  time  were  the 
Nauset  Indians,  the  most  important  of  the 
Cape  Cod  tribes,  led  by  Chief  Sachem  As- 
pinet.  Their  cornfields  spread  over  the  fer- 
tile Nauset  Plains  and  the  whole  section  was 
referred  to  by  the  Pilgrims  as  "The  King- 
dom of  Nauset/' 

Two  years  later,  in  1646,  Nauset  was  in- 
corporated and  on  June  7,  1651,  the  name 
was  changed  to  Eastham.  At  this  time  East- 
ham included  the  areas  covered  by  the 
present  towns  of  Wellfleet,  Orleans,  Brewster 
and  most  of  Chatham  and  Harwich.

The  Eastham  Historical  Society,  Inc.  was 
founded  in  1963.  Membership  now  num- 
bers 433  members,  resident  and  non-resi- 
dent. The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  create 
and  foster  an  interest  in  the  Town  of  East- 
ham, to  promote  historical  research,  to  col- 
lea  and  preserve  artifaas,  photographs,  his- 
torical documents  and  to  provide  for  their 
proper  custody. 

The  above  photograph  shows  the  exterior 
of  the  restored  1869  one  room  schoolhouse, 
now  the  Schoolhouse  Museum,  located  op- 
posite the  Visitors  Center  in  the  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore. 

The  1968  Museum  season  will  open  Sat- 
urday afternoon,  June  29th,  from  2 to  5 p.m. 
During  July  and  August  the  Museum  will 
be  open  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
afternoons  from  2 to  5 p.m.  In  September 
the  Museum  will  be  open  Saturday  after- 
noons only.  The  admission  charge  is  25c  per 
person,  pre-school  children  excepted.  Suit- 
able gifts  for  the  Society  will  be  welcomed, 
and  may  be  left  at  the  Eastham  Public  Li- 
brary, or  by  getting  in  touch  with  Fred- 
erick H.  Jewell,  Curator,  at  Tel.  255-2136, 
who  will  gladly  arrange  to  pick  them  up. 

The  outhouse  at  the  rear  of  the  Museum 
has  been  restored  into  an  agricultural  and 
craft  tool  exhibit  annex,  which  should  not 
be  overlooked. 


Apart  from  the  establishment  of  the 
Museum  and  lectures,  historical  signs  have 
been  placed  at  the  Old  Cove  Burial  Ground 
on  Route  6,  and  where  the  Society  com- 
pleted its  project  of  placing  memorial  stones 
on  the  unmarked  graves  of  Mayflower  pas- 
sengers Constance  Hopkins  Snow,  Giles 
Hopkins,  and  Lieut.  Joseph  Rogers;  the  sec- 
ond old  cemetery  on  Bridge  Road,  bom 
having  been  sites  of  the  first  three  Congre- 
gational churches;  and  the  First  Encounter 
Site  on  -the  Bay  side.  The  Society  is  spon- 
soring the  Eastham  Historical  Bikeway 
around  Eastham  for  bicycle  riders,  maps 
are  available  at  the  Museum  and  the  Amer- 
ican Youth  Hostel  on  Bridge  Road.  May- 
flower trees  have  been  planted  at  the  Mu- 
seum and  the  Old  Cove  Burial  Ground. 
Two  historical  milestones  have  been  re- 
moved to  the  Schoolhouse  grounds.  Further 
projects  are  to  place  historical  markers  on 
old  houses  and  other  historical  sites.  Other 
worthy  projects  will  be  given  consideration.
